MONTREAL (JP) — “I always asked Protestant and Roman 
Catholic girls if they objected to their babies going into Jewish 


They seldom objected.” 


With these words, Miss Sarah Weiman summarized her baby- 


pootlegging activities for a Mont- 
real newspaperman when he 
questioned her to get her opin- 
jon on what has been said at 
the Kefauver investigation of 
international baby-smuggling. 

Miss Weiman was described 
in lurid terms before the Ke- 
fauver commission. She was 
called “a character straight out 
of the French Revolution” who 
maintained a filthy home for un- 
wed mothers in a Montreal slum 
area. 

SHE FREELY ADMITTED 
that most of her babies went to 

Jewish couples. She said her 
clients paid varying sums but 
the average was $600 plus extra 
expenses concerned with adop- 
tion papers and traveling. One 
couple paid $1,200, she said. 

But New York attorney Er- 
nest A. Mitler, one of the Amer- 
ican team that came to Mont- 
real some months ago for a 
joint probe here, said his in- 
vestigations showed that some 
babies sold for as high as $3,000.

Rarely mentioned on any roster of Jewish organizations is a 
group known as the Dysautonomia association, Ince It is made 
up of some 46 families, each with one or more children suffering 
from a strange and little understood disease called familial dysau- 


tonomia. 

One of the strangest things 
about the affliction is that for a 
jong time doctors recognized it 
in Jewish children only. 

Another oddity is that the chil- 
dren who have it cry in a man- 
ner never witnessed before. 

“These kids cry all right, make 
no mistake about that,” Dr. Con- 


rad Riley, pediatrician at New, 


york city’s Babies hospital, has 
explained. “It’s that they don’t 
produce tears when they do cry. 
Sometimes this may lead to dam- 
age to the eyes, searring of 
cornea, and partial 
Yet, as far as we can tell, the 
tear glands of these children 
are normal.” 


MEDICAL ATTENTION was 
first focused on the disease in 
1948. Only by coincidence, how- 
ever, did pediatricians at Babies 
hospital come across two cases 
at the same time. 

On the basis of research into 
past records, Dr. Riley and his 
colleagues discovered five cases

‘toms. After additional study, 
‘the disease was given its name, 
and articles appeared in medi- 


ca] journals.

“THE AUTONOMIC nervous 
system,” explained Dr. Riley, 
“functions more or less_ inde- 
pendently of thought. The di- 
gestive process, for example, is 
something we don’t have to 
think about. Usually we take 
these things fer granted. But 
these children suffer from a dis- 
turbance of the autonomic sys- 
tem, and so we called the condi- 
tion dysautonomia. Because the 
affliction runs in families—there 
is frequently more than one such 
case in a family — we called it 
familia] dysautonomia.” 

So far, doctors in the United 
States have tabulated abeut 65 
cases of the disease, ranging in 
location from Canada to Ten- 
nessee. “Out of these 65,” said 
Dr. Riley, “we now have four 
children who presumably are not 
Jewish, although we’re not cer- 
tain yet that they fill the bill 


completely.” 
Dr. Riley explained why the 
condition appears almost ex- 


clusively in Jews by saying that 
it is not uncommon for diseases 
to be confined to certain racial 
groups, particularly if they have 
a history of not marrying out- 
side the group.

MUCH OF THE suffering con- 
nected with dysautonomia has 
been alleviated. Instead of tak- 
ing the child to a hospital with 
every attack, as was done be- 
fore, some parents give the child 
an injection of chlorpromozine, 
which helps in controlling vomit- 
ing and other difficulties. Dam- 
age to the eyes can usually be 
circumvented by artificial tears, 
drops inserted into the eye pe- 
riodically to keep it moist. New 
drugs found useful in other 
nervous system disturbances are 
under study. 

Some of the children with 
dysautonomia are growing up 
and making positive adjustments, 
although several of the ones in 
the group have died of compli- 
cations. One girl of 23 is a sec- 
retary and earns her own living. 
Another girl is enrolled in high 
school, goes out on dates, and 
generally leads a normal life. 

One of the objectives of the 
group is to raise money for re- 
search.

Boxers Never Comeback 
But Guts Never Leave

PRIZE FIGHTERS never 
make a comeback—especially if 
they’ve never been anywhere. 

Not that an Israeli boxer 
Shiomo Aruch hasn’t been any- 
where; just that he hasn’t been 
anywhere much in the fistic 
world. : 

As a 10-year-old in his native 
Greece, Shlomo pounded his 
little friends with such success 
that he became a member of 
the Saloniki Maccabi team, a 
group that held Greek boxing 
ehampionships for many years. 
His darting gloves left so many 
marks on opposing physiogno- 
mies that his trainers decided 
to make him a professional. 

Aruch’s professional career 
was of short duration. In 1942 
the Nazis swept into Greece and 
16-year-old Shlomo was sent to 
a concentration camp. He con- 
tinued his boxing there and his 
fights won him so much favor 
with the Germans that they 
spared his life. 

In 1945 he emigrated to Is- 
rael. He eschewed the squared 
circle to become a porter. His 
prodigious strength excited the 
admiration of his friends, but 
they could persuade him to re- 
enter the ring only three times, 
all amateur fights. 

A few weeks ago Shlomo Ar- 
uch, now 29, became a profes- 
sional once again. The reason: 
David Oved was the only pro 
fessional fighter in Israel. He 
needed a match to keep him in 
shape. But one fight couldn’t 
cover the costs of bringing a 
suitable opponent from abroad. 
So Shlomo Aruch was persuaded 
to provide a warmup match for 
Italian Amleto Falcinelli. 

Aruch trained faithfully. His 
friends and co-workers pitched 
in to get him into the best pos- 
sible ‘shape. Money was col- 
lected to hire a gym and to pay 
his expenses so he wouldn’t 
have to work while training. 

When the night of the big 
fight in Ramat-Gan’s Ziratron 
arrived, Shlomo felt strong, vig- 
orous and confident. But so did 
Amleto Falcinelli. 

The Italian was in command 
all the way. But while 10 years 
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out of the pro ranks had taken 

the spring out of Shlomo’s legs 

and arms, it had left the most 

prized boxing ingredient of all: 

Guts. He went down fighting.

WITH HER LOVE for dan- 
gerous work, Miriam has not 
only learned how to use explo- 
sives and supervise important 
blasting jobs, but even handles 
nitroglycerine as if it were per- 
fume. 

“I don’t worry about making 
a mistake,” she says, “because 
in this business if you make a 
mistake it’s your last... you 
never know you made one.” 

Pay for blasting is high, and 
Miriam makes more money than 
she can spend on lipstick and 
fine clothes, which she uses only 
on holidays, going around on 
work days in slacks and a khaki 
shirt. 

When she dresses up, Miriam 
is as feminine as they come. Her 
lustrous black hair is wound 
around her head in luxurious 
long tresses, and her skin, 
which she manages to keep soft 
in spite of her work in the sun 
and dust, is the color of ripe 
peaches.

Dr, 
Rosmarin analyzed the _ recent 
book on Zionism by Dr. Morde- 
cai Kaplan and concluded that 
the “new Zionism” was wholly 
inadequate for modern concep- 
tion of Zionism.

selection, mostly young Israelis 
who are serving or have served 
in the armed forces, agreed with 
the judges. Thinner and more 
fragile girls, even if prettier, 
didn’t stand a chance with them, 
Their votes went to the solid, 
healthy, outdoor types of girls 
who used as little makeup as 
possible.

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HAIFA—We went out house- 
hunting the other day. We are 
quite comfortable and _ Satisfied 
in our modest apartment, thank 
you, but friends from abroad 
frequently write us_ inquiring 
about more lux- 
urious accom- 
modations — the 
kind of house 
in which an 
American fam- 
ily might be 
willing to retire 
in some comfort. 

Despite the 
building boom ALPERT 
which hag been going on for 
years, an empty house is still 
hard to find. This is particularly 
true of the so-called luxury type 
home, but we managed to find 
two interesting and contrasting 
examples which should be of 
some interest. Both are located 
on Mount Carmel, of course, 
since we can not conceive of any 
intelligent American family want- 
ing to live anywhere else in Is- 
rael. 

On one of the highest spots 
of the Carmel range, in the 
midst of a large pine grove, 
stands the pink building which 
is known far and wide as Lady 
Downes’ mansion. The Lady, a 
niece of the British General Al- 
jenby, had the home built for 
her in 1938, and though she en- 
gaged a local architect, she 
gave him? full instructions. She 
showed him photographs of 400- 
year-old baronial estates in Eng- 
land—and commissioned him to 
duplicate one of those buildings. 
Thus it is that we have a 16th 
Century castle, built like a fort- 
ress, but with 20th Century 
equipment and installations. 

THERE IS A TREMENDOUS 
living room, a dining room, two 
master bedrooms, servants’ quar- 
ters and six—count them—toilets. 
Windows, porches, balconies 
command a magnificent vista of 
the Haifa peninsula, and the sea 
on both sides.. In the garden 
are grapes, plums, apricots and 
figs, among other fruits.

I called the house a fortress? 











The present occupant complains 
that the walls are so massive it 
is impossible to drive a nail into 
them anywhere. -The Lady took 
no chances. 

We peeked into the kitchen. A 
pantry? There are five separate 
pantry rooms! 

Present occupant is Moussa 
Levy, born in Haifa over 50 
years ago, his wife and two chil- 
dren. 

When Lady Downes selected 
this neighborhood she was out 
in the wilderness, but things 
don’t stand still in Israel. The 
neighborhood has preserved its 
aspects of being a private park, 
but other homes have been built, 
and a modern shopping center 
is not far away. 


A HOME in the modern style 
was next on the list. It is lo- 
cated on Margalit st. Mount 
Carmel, near the edge of a sheer 
drop down into a plunging can- 
yon, which drops away to the 
sea. The scenery is breathtaking, 
but this is no place for people 
who are disturbed by heights. 
One thing can be absolutely cer- 
tain for the people who live in 
this house atop the cliff: No- 
body is ever going to build in 
front of them and obstruct their 
view. 

This place has none of the 
massiveness of Lady Downes’ 
mansion. Though the number 
of rooms is about the same, I 
counted only three toilets. Of 
the four porches, some hang out 
toward the sea, and others over 
the almond tree in the garden. 
The grounds have been beauti- 
fully landscaped and kept in 
good condition. Here and there 
a new chandelier might have to 
be put in, but the structure, put 
up around 1939, is in excellent 
condition. You’ve heard the old 
story: They don’t build them 
today as strong and as sturdy as 
they used to in those days.

Before the month of Tamuz 
goes by, let me write that col- 
umn about the so-called Canaan- 
ites. (Tamuz, this year, is from 
June 20 to July 19.) In the East 
European ghetto, Tiamuz was 
considered the month when heat 
affected the minds of men and 
beasts. In ancient times, Tamuz 
was supposed to be the god of 
something or other in the Ca- 
naanite - Phoenician— or was it 
Babylonian — mythology. Any- 
way, it is a good month to write 
about the Canaanites. 

“Canaanité” has been a dirty 
word since the days of the Bi- 
ble. They were the filthy idol 
worshippers who practiced all 
those abominations against 
which the prophets inveighed. I 
learned that at Hebrew school. 
But then, when I began to study 
ancient history at high school, 
I discovered that the Canaan- 
ites were the Phoenicians and 
that the Phoenicians had invent- 
ed the alphabet, measures, dyes, 
ships, colonies and what not. 
And that their language was 
Hebrew. 


THEN I LEARNED that Car- 
thage was a Canaanite colony 
in Africa and that its original 
name was Kareth Hadasheth, or 
New City, and that Hannibal, 
the greatest general of all times, 
who commanded the Carthagin- 
ian forces against Rome also 
spoke Hebrew, that his name 
was really Hanni-baal, and that 
the original designation of what 
the Romans called the Cartha- 
genian “senate” was suftim, 
that is shoftim. (The Cartha- 
genians were not Litvacks, but 
the Latin alphabet and language 
have no sound of “sh.”.) So I 
developed a soft spot for the 
Canaanites, in spite of the Bi- 
ble. In later life I found out I 
was not the only Jew who felt 
that way. 

But not Rabbi Mordecai Kirsh- 
blum, or Shmuel Niger, or Men- 
del Elkin, or Milton Himmel- 
farb. They still think Canaan- 
ite is a dirty word. A year ago 
this summer, Rabbi Kirshblum 
delivered a speech at the Zionist 
Actions committee session in 
Jerusalem from which I gath- 
ered that he kept on bumping 
into Canaanites when walking 
the streets of Tel Aviv. 


THE MORAL WAS it was the 
business of the Zionist move- 
ment to save Israel from the 
Canaanites. Well, I never 
bumped into any Canaanite on 
the streets of "Tel Aviv, Jegp- 
salem or Haifa. It took me near- 
ly two years of looking for Ca- 
naanites and inquiring about 
them until I found one. Well, 
maybe a member of the Actions 
committee has greater facilities. 
Or maybe he has a reason. For, 
if not to root out Canaanites, 
what other reason is there for 
the continued existence of the 
Actions committee? 

Milton Himmelfarb published 
an article in the JEWISH 
FRONTIER some months ago,

walked the streets of Tel Aviy, 
or even that their ghosts sat in 
Cafe Cassit: They were refer. 
ring to a movement of young 
Israelis who maintained — that 
they had more in common with 
the ancient Phoenicians than 
with Jews in the Diaspora to. 
day. 

My friend Mendel Elkin, who 
had never been a Zionist but 
who now loves Israel and spends 
sleepless nights worrying over 
its welfare, once said to me: 
“Something must be very wrong 
with Israel, if it eould produce 
one Canaanite.” He never said 
something was wrong with Am- 
erica if it could produce one Me. 
Carthy, or one William Zucker. 
man, or that something was 
wrong with American Jewry if 
it could produce one Elmer 
Berger. But Israel is on strict 
probation. That’s because he 
has never been a Zionist. A Zion- 
ist needs Canaanites to show 
what might happen to Israel if 
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Zionists did not watch over it. 

As a result of this double 
barrelled solicitude, the number 
of articles in America against 
the Canaanites in Israel is about 
15% times the number of all 
youngsters who ever, even for 
a brief time, belonged to that 
movement. (It is a movement 
with very few members and a 
very large turnover.) 

See what Israel can do: pro- 
duce youngsters who . . . well, 
you know. Maurice Samuel, in 
his “Level “Sunlight,” calls it 
“Sundering.” : 

The joke is on all these wor- 
riers: The Canaanite movement 
was not produced in Israel, but 
in New York. At least, the fath- 
er of the idea lives in New York, 
and he did not come here from 
Israel. The literary roots of the 
movement are to be found in

GLASMAN IS a trade name and ordinarily means a man 
who is either a glazier or a trader in glass. However, since

ancestor was a craftsman in a glass factory. The production 
of glass in Russia was originally a German craft and techni- 
cians retained their original German designations. For that 
reason your forebear was known as a glasman instead of 
being tagged with the Slavonic synonym of Sklar or Szklarz,

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DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Could you please tell me the 
meaning of the name Skudin. As far as I know it is of Russian. 
Polish origin—HARRY SKUDIN, Greensboro, N.C. 

SKUDIN IS a name of geographical origin. It is derived 
from the name of the small town of Szkudy in Samogitia, 
Lithuania. In the 16th century the town was colonized by Ger. 
man immigrants who renamed it Johannisberg. The original 
name was restored a century later, otherwise your family 
name might have been Johannisberger now.

‘JEWISH TOURISTS GUIDE’ IS HISTORY BOOK, ENCYCLOPEDIA 


By MEYER LEVIN 


THE JEWISH TOURISTS GUIDE TO THE U. S. 
By Bernard Postal and Lionel Koppman. Jew- 
ish Publication Society. $5. 


It is our common impulse, in traveling, to look 
around, when we come to a new town or city, for 
signs of Jews—Jewish names on the stores, or 
maybe a homey-looking delicatessen, and, of course, 
for a synagogue. Once having located the Jews, 
there is a feeling of relaxation—we’re not alone, 
in whatever strange place we may 6 
find ourselves. In Paris, the tour- 
ing Jew is likely to visit Flaum-: 
paum’s before he checks off of his: 
list any of the famous Frenc 
restaurants. 

It is partly this impulse for: 
Jewish contact that is served by: 







your car, or in your valise, there 
is no hamlet in the United States 
where a Jew resides or once resided where you 
won’t be able to satisfy that wish for contact. But 
the authors have done much more. They have 
written a history of Jews in America, in terms of 
personalities and of communities. 

For with their nétations on each state, city and 
town, with the address of each Jewish community 
organization, each synagogue, they provide a gos- 
sipy but accurate background, telling abouf the 


first Jews who came there, and the leading Jew- 
ish families, and the achievements, and the legacies 
and memorials. Their work is amazingly inclu- 
sive. If the. Riverside church in New York has a 
portrait of Einstein among the world scientists, 
this is noted; if a building on Wall Street has a 
portrait of Rockefeller by a Jewish sculptor, Jo 
Davidson, this is not forgotten. If the author of 
“Home, Sweet Home” was the grandson of a Jew, 
there is a picture of the home on Long Island that 
belonged to Aaron Isaacs, grandfather of John 
Howard Payne. 
* * ~ 


SOME FASCINATING CHARACTERS are given 
their due. In the account of Sacramento, Cal., for 
example, we are given a short life history of David 
Lubin, gold prospector, lumberjack, odd-job man, 
who established the first “one-price”’ store in 
America, and who, after a trip to Palestine in 
1884, became intensely interested in the economics 
of the small farm. This interest resulted in tre- 
mendous advances in marketing techniques for 
fruit and wheat growers in America, in the organ- 
ization of the first marketing co-operatives, and 
finally in the idea of forming a world-wide Insti- 
tute of Agriculture. Unable to find .a home for 
this institute in America, Lubin crusaded all over 
Europe, and eventually brought his organization to 
life in—of all places—Mussolini’s Rome. The In- 
stitute was the prototype of such United Nations’ 


structures as the World Health organization, and 
is indeed in a way incorporated into the U. N. today. 


* * * 


SUCH ASIDES AS the Lubin story occur in 
virtually every section of the book. There are his- 
torical reminders without number. For instance, 
there is the tale of August Bondi, type-setter, clerk, 
school teacher and bartender, who wound up fight- 
ing for abolition besides God’s Angry Man, John 
Brown. Another of Brown’s recruits was Bondi’s 
friend, Jacob Benjamin, and a third was a brawny, 
scrapper, the Polish Jew, Theodore Wiener, a 
storekeeper, who provisioned the 65 men of Osawa- 
tomie, and had his store burned down by the enemy. 

There was, of course, a Jew in every move- 
ment, in every fight, and the Guide proves this, not 
only with accounts of the first gold rush caravans, 
and their Jewish drivers, but down to Davy Crock- 
ett’s Alamo, with the name of Antony Wolfe in- 
scribed among the heroes. 

The volume is amazingly detailed, but yet does 
not lose sight of the grand lines in the development 
of Jewish communities. The section on New York 
is almost a book in itself, with the city divided 
into sections, so that the tourist may satisfy every 
curiosity, in a series of pleasant walks. This is 
an indispensable volume, of permanent usefulness, 
for aside from its value in travel, it is a sort of 
encyclopedia of Jewish life in America, for use in 
the home.
